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REVEREND BRETHREN, 


Wies his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to banden me to 


the See of Bangor, upon the promotion of my worthy Pre- 
deceſſor to the higheſt ſtation in our Church, I reſolved to take 
the firſt opportunity of calling you together; but, not having been 
able, after ſo ſhort a reſidence among you, to obtain a compleat 
| knowledge of the ſtate and condition of this Dioceſe, I can only 
| addreſs you now on general Topics; and as nothing can be more 
| ſuitable to a Meeting of this kind than to conſider the Duties, 
which-our Church requires of her Fabeln Clergy, [ ſhall confine 
myſelf chiefly to that point. 5 
With reſpect to the general nature of our Office, that can be 
determined only by Scripture; and there we are called Chr; it's im- 
mediate Servants; Stewards of his "Houſehold; Diſpenſers of his 
Word and Sacramento; ; his Meſſengers ; his. V. alchmen; ; and the 
7Jͤͥͤͥ _—/ Shepherds 
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Shepherds of bis Flecke And theſe kgurative Titles which are % 


frequent in the New Teſtament, do not only ſerve to inſtruct us in 
the general nature of our Office, but they excite us alſo to a faith- 
ful diſcharge of it; as we can have no right to theſe honourable 
appellations, unleſs we endeavour to deferve them by our extra- 
ordinary labour, care, and diligence. But what are the particular 
Duties of this Office? And where are the Bounds to be placed, 
beyond which our obligation cannot be reaſonably ſuppoſed to go? 
If we ſhould conſult the writings of ſome of the moſt eminent 
Fathers of the Chriſtian Church, and be ' obliged to believe the 
account they have given us of the difficulties of the paſtoral Office, 
we ſhould find them ſo great and ſo many, that no one, who 
had, or who intended to preſerve a good conſcience, would venture 
to engage in ſuch a ſervice &. It hath, I confeſs, been always 
matter of furprize to me, that men, who were as remarkable for 
their wiſdom and learning, as they were for their religion, ſhould 
write in ſo deſponding a manner on this ſubject; ſhould exert all 
their ſkill in finding out difficulties and diſcouragements ; in a 
word, ſhould take ſo much pains to deſcribe an office, which was 
to. be undertaken by ſome, as impoſſible to be duly executed by 
any. They were certainly great Orators; but, on this occaſion, 
they miſapplied their talents, as it is a falſe, and miſchievous elo- 
quence, which, when treating of general Duties, raiſes them ſo 
high, that they become too hard and difficult for common practice; 
ſo that what God commands us all to do, and by commanding 
thews, that we all have power to accompliſh, theſe Men would 
perſuade us, that few or none can perform; and therefore, inſtead 
of animating and encouraging us, as they ought, they do all they 
can to throw us into defpair. But what 1s the true ſtate of the caſe ? 
bat is it, that may be reaſonably required of all, who undertake 
this Office! ? What are thoſe bounds, and rules, which being

; duly 
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* obſerved, a good Man may ſatisfy himſelf, chat he hath dif> 
charged his Duty competently well ? 

Now, in order to clear up this matter, let it be remarked, that 
though, as it was juſt now obſerved, the general nature of our 

Office is to be determined by the word of God, yet the particular 
obligation of every one to his own Flock is to be ſettled by the 
Laws and Conſtitutions of the Church and Kingdom, to which he 
belongs, and what the extent of that is among us is well explained 
in our Service of Ordination: for there we are told, that the 
Miniſters of our Church are to teach the People committed to their 
care and charge : Are to uſe public and private admonitions, as well 
to the ſick as the whole, within their cures: Are to ſet forward 
_ gentleneſs, peace, and love, among all Chriſtian People, and eſpe» 

cially among thoſe, who ſhall be committed to their charge. From all 
which it plainly follows, that the Cure of Souls committed to 
Miniſters of our Church is not a vague, indefinite, undetermined 
Thing, but is limited as to Place, Perſons, and Duties. 

But ſome there are, who will allow of no ſuch Limitations : 
Who tell us, that the word of God ought not to be bound : That 
the miniſterial Duties ought not (as the words in the Office of 
Ordination imply) to be confined within certain Diſtricts; and 
that it would be more. for the intereſt of Religion, if parochial In- 
cloſures were thrown open, and all had full liberty to exerciſe their 
gifts, where-ever they were called. 

Now, in anſwer to this, it may be obſerved, that Religion can 
be ſupported for a continuance in no Country without places of 
public Worſhip ;-and no public Worſhip can be maintained in 
order and decency, without a particular form of Profeſſion, atid 
a ſtated and fixed Miniſtry. To any man, who conſiders the gene- 
ral nature of the Thing, this will be evident; and Hiſtory and Fact 
confirm it: For, as ſoon as Chriſtianity had gotten footing in the 
world, places of public Worſhip were provided in different parts; 
and, pretty early i in the ſecond century, the Biſhop of Rome began to 
| Ba - : alſign 
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aſſign precincts to each Church, and to appoint to each Preſpy ter a 
certain compaſs, whereof he ſhould take the charge alone x. From 


hence may be dated the origin of Pariſhes; and as this Inſtitution 


ſerved, not only to propagate, but to preſerve Religion, ſo it was 
followed in all parts of Chriſtendom; and in the ſeventh century, 
when the Inhabitants of this Iſle had, in general, embraced Chriſ- 
tianity, parochial Cures began to be ſettled here, and by degrees 
arrived at that regular ſtate, in which we now behold them +; and 


though this diviſion of a country into Pariſhes was at firſt purely 


eccleſiaſtical, being made for the purpoſes of Religion only; yet it 
has been adopted ſince by the State, and. confirmed by Law, and 
ſome of the moſt important parts of our civil Police depend now on 
keeping parochial Bounds clear and diſtin : They therefore, who 
with at this time to throw open theſe Incloſures, becauſe they are 

not coeval with Chriſtianity, and becauſe the Goſpel was at firſt 
preached and propagated without any ſuch help, deſerve no more 
attention, than thoſe, who are for overthrowing all Dominion and 


Property in lands and eſtates, becauſe there was a' time, when 
there was no ſuch diviſion of Property; and becauſe there is no 


expreſs command of Gop concerning it; and yet fo neceſſary was 
it found to be, on the increaſe of Mankind, that it was univerſally 
adopted; and the great object now of every welF conſtituted 
Government is to ſecure to Individuals the * poſſeſſion of their 
reſpective rights. ä 

But though the diviſion of countries into Pariſhes, and the 
eſtabliſhing of a regular ſettled Clergy in conſequence thereof, are 
very antient Inſtitutions, and have been all along conſidered as the 


| beſt means for promoting unity, peace, and order in Religion, 


together with real edification ; yet the ſucceſs of this wiſe Provi- 
fion depends, in great meaſure, on the conduct of the Clergy them- 
ſelves; and this brings me to conſider more particularly, what thoſe 
Duties are, which our Church requires of her parochial Clergy.

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And the firſt thing which I ſhall take the liberty of recom- 
mending to your notice, is a grave and devout performance of all 
the public Offices of the Church *. 

The well reading of the Common-Prayer tends as much to the 
edification of our Audience, as any thing we can do, and, as ſuch, is 
a matter of great importance. 

In all the public Offices of the Church of England, the Miniſter 
is, as it were, the mouth of the Congregation : His voice 1s to reach 
their ears, and to keep their thoughts fixed and intent on the 
ſolemn buſineſs, in whieh they ought, at that time, to be wholly 
occupied; and their devotion mult neceſſarily depend very much on- 
the ooh and manner, in which this part of our function is per- 
formed. | : 

If the Miniſter therefore be not audible and diſtin& in his de- 
livery, the end of reading will be loſt, which is to be heard and 
' underſtood ; or if he be careleſs and indifferent, it is in vain to 
hope, that the People will be ſerious and attentive ; or if he be 
cold and unaffecting, it is not to. be expected, that his Congrega- 
tion will be zealous and devout: in a word, if he doth not pour 
forth his prayers and praiſes in a diſtinct, earneſt, and ſolemn. 
manner, ſo as to fix the attention of his hearers, ſo as to kindle 
their affections, quicken their devotions, and at length raiſe their 
minds above all worldly cares and concerns, the end of public 
Worſhip will be, in great meaſure, defeated, and one of the moſt. 
powerful means of Edification very much obſtructed. 

I am well aware, that what I am now recommending 15 not 
equally in the power of every one, becauſe all are not, in an equal 
degree, poſſeſſed of thoſe talents, without which no one can arrive 
at any great excellence in the performance of this part of his Duty. 
A melodious voice, a {weet cadence, and a gracetul manner of 
reading, are, properly ſpeaking, gifts of nature, and fall to the 
ſhare of very few; but they who are not favoured with theſe rare

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endowments, may yet, with care and attention, learn to read diſ- 
tinctly and devoutly: and indeed this the Rubric requires of all, 
who officiate in our Church, and repeatedly enjoins the ſame; and 
as it enjoins no more, than what is preſumed to be in the power 
of every one, it is the duty of every one to attain it; and more 


eſpecially, as the edification of the people depends ſo much on the 


way and manner, in which the public Service of the Church is per- 


formed. f | | 
And as the well reading of the Comer hger will promote 
the edification of our Hearers, fo will it alſo ſecure the credit and 


honour of the Liturgy itſelf. | 
They, who diſlike our forms, and on that account diſſent from 


us, are apt to object againſt our Liturgy, as being cold, lifeleſs, 


and unafteCting But there is no force in the objection, becauſe 


what is repreſented by them as cold and lifeleſs, is nothing more 


than grave and ſerious; and ought not all public Liturgies to be 
ſo? But though the objection has no force in itſelf, yet we may 
give it a great deal, by reading the ſervice in a ſupine, cold, and 


unaffecting manner. Some, even of our own members, are too 


much diſpoſed to deſpiſe and undervalue this part of our public 
Worſhip, becauſe it is drawn up ready to the Miniſter's hand, and 
requires no other qualification but that of bare reading: But we 
find, by experience, how ſoon this diſlike to a ſtated form of prayer 
vaniſhes; and with what reverence and devotion the public ſervice 
of our Church is attended to, where i it 1s read. audibly, diſtinctly, 


and ſolemnly. 


Thus much for the well Reading of the Common-Prayer. 

The next Duty, that I ſhall mention, is reaching. I need not 
tell this Audience, that, at the time of the Reformation, none 
were permitted to exerciſe this part of their Function, except ſuch, 
as were eminent for their learning, and prudence, when compared 
with the reſt of their Brethren. But knowledge having been much 


diffuſed within the laſt century, and the Clergy having, in general, 


the

the range of a learned and liberal epi all, mth dif- 
tinction, are admitted now to preach in the Churches, where they 
ſerve“; and as this mode of Inſtruction has been always held in 
great eſteem, and may be made very uſeful to the cauſe of Reli- 
gion, it deſerves no ordinary degree of your care and attention +. 
It will not however be neceſſary to give you many directions con- 
cerning the way and manner, in which this part of your duty may 
be beſt performed; as moſt excellent models and examples are to be 
found of every kind in the writings of our Divines, and particu- | 

larly of thoſe, who flouriſhed towards the end of the laſt, and the 
beginning of this century. But though it will be needleſs, for 

this reaſon, to trouble you with a ſet of rules; yet it may be pro- 
per to obſerve, that as the ſole end of preaching is edification, you / 
ought ever to have this in view, and to addreſs your Congregation 
in ſuch a manner, that you may be underſtood by the greateſt part 
of it. A Preacher, who ſays, what 1s adapted only to a few, or- 
intelligible but to here and there one of a more cultivated under- 
ſtanding, cannot be ſaid to execute his Office well. There are 


perhaps times and places, when abſtruſe ſubjects, and nice points 


of learning and criticiſm may be introduced; but theſe opportuni- 
ties are very rare, and nothing of this kind can ever be proper 
before a popular Audience; and that is the caſe, of which I am 
now ſpeaking. In a word, what I would recommend is, that, 
when you are preparing and confidering your diſcourſes, you would 
recollect the ſtate and condition of your Congregation, their ſpiri- 
tual wants and neceſſities, their capacities, and the extent of their 

knowledge, and in conſequence of that, make choice of proper 
ſubjects, and treat them in ſuch a way, as is moſt likely to inform 


and affect the greateſt part of your hearers. Every good Clergy-

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man would with to inform all, 1 affect all; but, that being im- 
poſſible, when he is addrefling an Audience, which conſiſts of 
perſons, of different ages, capacities, and tempers, his chief en- 
deavour ſhould be to inform and affect the -moſt, and that is beſt 
done in plain fenſe expreſſed in plain and familiar language. 

It can hardly be neceſſary to obſerve, that what has been aid 
above, concerning the great advantage of reading the Service of 
the Church in a diſtin, grave, and ſolemn manner, will be 
equally applicable to the Duty of Preaching, as the effects and im- 
preſſions of all diſcourſes from the pulpit depend upon no one cir- 
cumſtance more, than-the manner, in which they. are delivered, 
Men of learning and abilities are apt to complain, that good ſenſe, 
expreſſed in proper language, . doth. not, on many occaſions, meet 
with ſo favourable a reception, as compoſitions. of little or no 
merit, when they happen to be delivered with more grace and 
energy: But, inſtead of falling into ſach complaints, they ought 
to recolle&, that thus it always hath been, and thus it always 
will be, when we addreſs mixed and popular Aſſemblies, and 
 thould, in conſequence thereof, endeavour to recommend good 
ſenſe, by giving it the further ornament of good elocution ; and 
indeed it will be in vain to hope for ſucceſs in any other way, it 
being moſt certain, that nothing tends more to promote the credit 
of a Preacher, or the edification of his Hearers, than a diſtin& and 
. graceful manner of ſpeaking ; and I nced not add, how incumbent 
therefore it is upon you, both in juſtice to yourſelves, and the 
People committed to your charge, to acquire as good a ſhare as 
you can of ſo very uſeful a qualification. | 

Another thing, which claims the attention of the Parochial 
Miniſter, is the Catechiſing, or Inſtructing of the young People of 
bis Pariſh *. The great excellence and uſefulneſs of this is ſo 
-univerſally allowed, that little need be ſaid in recommendation of 
it. He that would reform the world n, muſt _ with

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. the young. part of it, and train them in the ways of virtue and 
piety. Religion, in this reſpect, reſembles arts and ſciences, and 
like them, is beſt learned, when we are young, and moſt ſuſcep- 
tible of good impreſſions; and if that ſeaſon of our age ſhould 
happen to be neglected, little progreſs will be made afterwards i in 
any thing, which is good and praiſe-wrorthy. 

It is plain, that this was the opinion of our N ** the 
ſet forth her Catechiſm, that excellent ſummary of Chriſtian Belief 
and Chriſtian Duty, which is ſo ſhort and conciſe, and yet fo- full 
and clear, that no Church, I believe, of any age or country hat" 
ever produced any thing ſuperior, or even equal to it &. 

And as our Church early ſhewed how uſeful and neceſſary ſhe 
dba this mode of Inſtruction, ſo have her beſt and ableſt Mem- 
bers conſtantly concurred in opinion with her, as is evident from 
the innumerable comments and expoſitions, which have, from time 
to time, been publiſhed of this Catechiſm. Many of which are 
drawn up by perſons of great piety and knowledge, and ſome by 
men, not more eminent for their high lations, than for their reli- 
gion and learning. The main care indeed of the education of Chil- 
_ dren muſt always lie upon Parents; but Miniſters ought, not only 
to put them in mind of their Duty, but ſhould help them all they 
can by inſtructing the youth! in that eaſy and familiar way, which 
is called catechiſing; and what ought to recommend this ſtill far- 

ther to your attention is, that this is the moſt likely method of 
making your diſcourſes from the pulpit of any uſe; for, as they 
generally preſuppoſe a knowledge of the firſt principles of Chriſti- 
| anity, little or no advantage can be derived from them, unleſs ſome 
care is taken to teach the youth this previous knowledge in ſome 
other way. Laſtly, we cannot omit this part of our office without 
bringing a great diſgrace upon ourſelves, as Friends to the Refor- 
ac For a neglect of preaching and catcehiſing was one of the |

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accuſations againſt the Church of Rome ; and at the Reformation 
ſhe was ſo ſenſible of the juſtice of this charge, that both theſe 
ways of religious Inſtruction were moſt ſtrictly enjoined by the 
Council of Trent . Would it not therefore be a great reflection 
upon us, who call ourſelves Proteſtants, and pretend to have a zeal 
for the Reformation and the true Religion, to be neglectful of thoſe 
things, which our Adverſaries have learned from us, and now | 
glory in them? I mean diligence in preaching and catechiſing : 
Which none can deſpiſe, who have any value for Religion: None 
can neglect, who have any TO for the intereſt or honour of their 
Profeſſion. 

And when Children are come to a competent age, and have been 
ſufficiently inſtructed in our Church- catechiſm, the Rubric enjoins, 
that they ſhould be then brought by the Miniſter to the Biſhop, to 
be confirmed: And here I cannot help calling to my mind the 
decent and ſolemn manner, with which this Rite was adminiſtred in 
the primitive Church, and what great benefits to Religion and 
Virtue aroſe from thence; and though it is not to be expected that 
this Inftitution, in the preſent ſtate of the world, ſhould be reftored 
tw it's antient ſolemnity and reverence ; yet ſomething weuld be 
dohe towards it, if thofe, who are, in any way, intruſted with the 
inſtruction of Children, would improve in them thoſe natural prin- 
ciples of Juſtice and Truth, of Honeſty and Thankfulneſs, of Simplicity 
and Obedience, which Gop hath planted in their very Creation; 
would teach them to reſiſt the fi inſinuations of Vice; would fill 
their minds with. great and honourable notions of the Privileges of 
being made Members of Chriſt, Children of God, and Heirs of 
Heaven; would inſtruct them fully in the Extent and Obligation 
of all the Duties of the Chriſtian Life, which, in their Baptiſm, 
they engaged to perform; and, when they are thus qualified and 
prepared, would bring them te receive, at Confirmation, the Com- 

pletion of Baptiſmal. Grace, and a joyful Aſſurance of Glory and In-

mortality, if they ſhall perſevere in their Faith and their Obedience 
to the end. Such an attention as this, could not but be followed 
with the happieſt conſequences; and as it would go a great way 
towards bringing this Rite into more credit and eſteem, than it 
hath been of late, I cannot doubt but that I ſhall have the concur- 
rence of your moſt fincere endeavours *. 

Another Duty incumbent on the Parochial Clergy is s that of Viſt- 
ting the Sick ; and though our Church has provided a Service for 
this purpoſe, which is of good general uſe, and ought never to be 
omitted ; yet no one will, I hope, think he has done all that may 
be reaſonably expected from him, becauſe he readily- atteads, when 
he is ſent for, and barely reads over the Office, as it ſtands in our 
Liturgy. Indeed, our Church requires much more than this fron | 
her Miniſters, as may be ſeen from the Rubric of this and other 
of the Services; and if the had not, ſhe would have been guilty of 
a very blameable omiſſion. As men are moſt ſuſceptible of reli- 
gious impreſſions, and have the trueſt ſenſe of their ſpiritual con- 
cerns, when they are viſited with ſickneſs, or any other calamity, 
_ x diligent Paſtor will watch ſuch opportunities, and take occaſion 
from thence to adviſe, reprove, and exhort thoſe, who are under his 
care, in ſuch a manner, as is moſt ſuitable to their particular ſtate 
and condition; and if he conducts himſelf, at ſuch ſeaſons, with a 
due degree of prudence and diſcretion, he may be happy i in turning 
ſome to righteouſneſs, wlio might otherwiſe have lain down and 

periſhed in their ſins. Caſes will, I am aware, ſometimes ariſe, 
which require the greateſt caution and circumſpection: But if the 
directions, which our Church gives in the Rubrics of this Office 
are carefully read, and properly underſtood, you may always inform 
yourſelves, how you ought to act; and your conduct, under ſuch 
guidance, will never fail to meet with the approbation of all ſerious

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Thus have I ſtated ſome of the principal Matters incumbent on 
the Parochial Clergy : and though we may infer from thence, that 
the Charge they have undertaken is of great importance, as well as 
of great difficulty ; yet, it being confined to Place, and Perfons, and. 
Duties, as was obſerved above, all may, 1 hope, with a duc degree 


of diligence, fo far fulfil it, as to be able to give a good account to 
 Gop, each of his Stewardſhip; eſpecially if they endeavour to 


make their Miniſtry ſucceſsful by a e care er their lives N 
converſation. 

A Miniſter, who is not of a ſober and Kab ed 5. can 1 
but little good in his ſtation. His prayers and diſcourſes will have 
but little weight and authority : His People will not fall, f in the 


midſt of his beſt performances, to call to mind the irregularities of 


his conduct, and to reproach him ſeverely for them: They will be 
evermore applying to him ſueh- paflages as theſe: W/Vhy doſt thou 


' preach my laws, and takeſi my covenant in thy mouth? whereas thou 


hateſt to be reformed, and haſt caſt my words behind thee. Thou that 


teacheſt another, teacheft thou not thyſelf *? Why do you exhort 


us to lead godly and ſober lives by arguments, which have no effect 
at all on yourfelf? Such reaſonings as theſe are, I confeſs, very 
weak, and will be found ſo, when properly ſifted and examined: 


For it doth not follow, that the Miniſter believes: not- what he 


teaches, becauſe his life is not conformable to his doctrine; nor 
will his people be releaſed from their obligation to any one rule, 


becauſe he lives in open violation of it. But though we ſhould. 
allow this, in point of argument, to be true, yet who reaſons, in 


this manner, on this fubjet? For do not all expect, that the 


Miniſter ſhould go before his People in the ways of righteouſneſs: 


That he ſhould, by his example, prove, that the rules he has laid 
down are practicable, and that the ways of Religion are, in gene- 
ral, much more eaſy and pleaſant, than men are apt to imagine? |

And this expeQation is grounded, partly on the nature of his 
Office and Calling, which is to teach all truth, and to live in the 
practice of it; and partly on his own ſolemn promiſes and engage- 
ments, when he was ordained, by which he willingly undertook to 
be a pattern to his F lock in all godly converſation. This is the 
| reaſon, why vice appears ſo particularly odious and deteſtable in 
thoſe, who are Miniſters of the Word of God : Why their offences 

give a deeper wound to Religion, than the crimes of other Men. 
And as open and fcandalous fins will, in a manner, fruſtrate the 
good end of our Inſtitution ;- will take off all the weight from our 
reproofs and exhortations, and make ſome ſuſpect the truth of the 
very principles of Religion, when we ſuffer them to have fo little 
influence on ourſelves : So ſhall we not be able to maintain that 
dignity of Character, that Reſpect and Authority, which are ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to make our Miniſtry ſucceſsful, unleſs we go 
one _ farther, and ſhew ourſelves , in all rhings patterns x; good 
works *, | | : 
It is not ehe for a + Provieiias of Rightcouſbal to avoid open 
and ſcandalous fins ; but he ought to be an example to others in all. 
thoſe excellent virtues, which adorn our Chriſtian Profeſſion, not 
only in temperauce, Juſtice, and charty, bur in a readineſs to do 
good to all; in forgiveneſs of injuries, in humility, in mecꝶneſs, 
in patience, and ſubmiſſon to the Divine Will; and were our paro- 
chial Clergy thus holy and exemplary in their converſation, they | 
would ſhine as Lights among their People, and, by firſt gaining 
their eſteem and reſpect, would find it no difficult taſk afterwards. 
to impreſs their man n a due ſenſe of their ee obliga- 
tions. ; 
Bale I arlmiſ⸗ this + Wb * mall be nun to obſerve, that 
the performance of theſe Duties ſuppoſes you to be conſtantly 
refident among your People, ſince not any of them can be duly diſ- 
charged by one, who abſents himſelf from his Cure.

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It hath been remarked, that there is no command in Scripture 
for perſonal reſidence ; and the reaſon is, becauſe the nature of our 


| undertaking requires it. Conſtant attendance upon the Flock, or 


People of Chriſt, follows ſo plainly from the deſcription of the

Engagement he enters into at his Inſtitution, when he voluntarily 
undertakes the Cure ef Souls within certain limits. "Theſe limits, 
indeed, are fixed by human Authority, yet, ſince he has taken 
upon himſelf ſuch a charge, it lies upon his conſcience to pay a 
perſonal attendance on the duties of his Office, within thoſe particu- 
lar bounds. : 

But is the Miniſter of a Pariſh therefore e to perpetual 
reſidence? Ts there no caſe, in which he may be releaſed from 


this obligation? No ſituation, where his perſonal attendance may 


be diſpenſed with ? 

That the obligation to reſidence may be, in fs 8 diflolved, 
there is no doubt: All infirmities, either of body or mind, which 
render an incumbent incapable of performing his duty, are caſes of 


that ſort. For as reſidence is preſumed to be of no great value, but 


for the ſake of performing the duty, it is of little conſequence to the 
Church and Religion, where a man reſides, who is utterly inca- 
pable of doing any part of the parochial duty. Such caſes as theſe 
ſpeak for themſelves: But are there not other cafes, other circum- 
ſtances, which are expreſly allowed by the Canon, and Statute-law 


to be excuſes for non-refidence ? Certainly there are; and though no 


man can doubt, but that it is juſt and reaſonable, that the Legiſla- 


ture ſhould have a power of making ſuch Jaws, and diſtributing 
| ſuch indulgences ; yet, before a Clergyman has recourſe to a mere

legal exemption to diſcharge himſelf from a duty, to which he is 
bound by the ſtrongeſt obligations, he ought. to recollect, that a 
Leave or Licence of non-reſidence is not granted, as a favour to any 
perſon, but is founded in the general conſideration of the Good, 
that may ariſe from it, and can therefore then only be juſtified, 
when the Service, of the Church, or of the State, makes it reaſona- 
ble *. This is the rule, by which every good man will try his own 
ne caſe; and if he finds, that it is not within the meaning of 
the Law, he will not attempt to ſhelter himſelf under it, as the 
being within the bare letter, can afford no comfort, when the reaſon 
and ſpirit are againſt us; and it will be but a ſmall thing to be diſ- 
penſed with here on earth, and freed from penalties, if we are 
to be accountable hereafter at a Bar, where no ilt founded privileges 
or exemptions can be admitted. 
But if an Incumbent can be legally abſent from his Cure only 
for ſuch ſpecial cauſes, as are expreſly allowed by the Laws. of the 
Realm; and that it is ſtill always a matter for him to conſider, 
whether his particular caſe doth, in good conſcience, come within 
the ſpirit and intent of ſuch. Laws: If this be the caſe, what is to 
be ſaid of that privilege, which ſeveral perſons have of holding two- 
Benefices, by which means conſtant reſidence 1 is rendered. abſolutely

when thoſe Canons were made *; but the revenue of the parochial 
Clergy having been much e ſince that time by appropria- 
tions, and other Devices , it often happens, that one Benefice doth 
not afford a competent maintenance, and in ſuch caſes. even thoſe 
Canons permitted two to be united for a better Juppert ; and there is 


much more reaſon for allowing this indulgence now to a married 


Clergy, than there could be, when celibacy was enjoined. 
It is however much to be lamented, that pluralities. ſhould be 


neceſſary on any occaſion ; but in the preſent ſtate of many of 


our parochial Cures, what elſe can be done ? Caſes may, I know, 
be put, where Diſpenſations for holding two Benefices would be 


very improper ; ; and if any ſuch are granted, they are abuſes of the 
privilege allowed by Law, and what no good and conſcientious 
man will make uſe of; but Rill it muſt be admitted, that under 


ſome circumſtances, as things now ſtand, nothing can be more 
reaſonable, than ſuch an Indulgence ; and when it is properly ad- 
miniſtred, it may be juſtified on 5 beſt and moſt le

Theſe then are the Duties, which our Church requires of her 
parochial Clergy; and theſe they are bound to perform both by 
Law and Conſcience: But if it ſhould ſo happen, that they neglect 
their important Charge, and ſo demean themſelves, as to diſhonour 
God, diſgrace Religion, and give juſt cauſe of Offence to thoſe, 
who are under their care, what is to be done then? The anſwer 
is eaſy : They are liable to heavy penalties, which it is the buſineſs 
of the Ordinary to iuflict, as well as to correct all ſuch. irregula-
